before the machine would lift into 
the air.

Plays More Than Even 


Martin has more than squared him­ 
self with the public. 
During the Car­ 
nival of Products Aviator W alsh at­ 
tempted to fly M artin’s machine. The 
attempt was made on p soft 
field, 
and W alsh was unable 
to 
get up 
speed enough to lift. 
A goodly num­ 
ber of those 
who were inside the 
field at that time paid 
admission, 
and there was also a goodly number 
who got through without payment. 
A t that time 
M artin’s right arm 
was in a sling as the result of an in­ 
jury received when he was dragged 
by his biplane. 
After 
yesterday’s 
performance almost 
anyone 
would 
conclude that had Martin been in the 
seat, understanding the machine as 
he does, he would have flown even 
with the soft field. 
M artin’s work yesterday 
was the 
more remarkable when it is remem­ 
bered that his right hand is still par­ 
tially useless. 
Three of his 
fingers 
have almost no strength in them and 
with the others the grip 
is 
weak. 
M artin’s flights yesterday 
were al­ 
most with a one-handed drive. 


Features Galore 


From the standpoint 
of 
aviation, 
M artin did some great flying yester­ 
day. 
In three features he needs take 
little from the best of 
them, 
and 
those features are in getting away 
quickly, in the ease with which he 
alights and the shortness of the cir­ 
cle he makes in turning. 
For high flying Martin did not at­ 
tempt much, but no one went awav 
dissatisfied on that score. 
He flew, 
and flew a lot. 
His last trip was the 
most spectacular, and one that would 
have created enthusiasm 
anywheje. 
He got up to a height of between 100 
and 150 feet. 
The height was esti­ 
mated, judging the distance by com­ 
parison with near-by 
electric 
line 
poles. 


The First Journey 


The machine was backed by hand 
to a point a few yards from M cFad­ 
den street. 
The powerful “ wind-eat­ 
ing” ability of 
the 
propeller 
was 
shown when the engine was started. 
A perfect hurricane flew 
from the 
rear of the machine. 
The engine, a 
three-cylinder, 30-horse power, work­ 
ed perfectly. 
Martin took his seat and signaled 
those who were holding the big bird 
to let her go. 
On the running gear, 
the machine ambled off across the 
rough ground for about 250 feet. Mai- 
tin drew back on the wheel which, 
moving in any direction except up 
and down, controls 
every 
movable 
canvass, and the fore plane 
tilted.

The clanging of prison bells at 6:30 
o’clock warned Crippen to arise and 
prepare to meet his doom. 
The prison garb which he has been 
wearing since he was condemned was 
taken away and his civilian 
clothes 
were given him. except his collar and 
tie. 
In these he dressed himself and 
then he ate his breakfast. 
History of Case 
Mrs. Crippen disappeared from sight 
in February, 1910, her husband 
re­ 
porting in Ixmdon that she had gone 
to San Francis'*», and in San Fran ­ 
cisco that she was 
dead. 
A 
letter 
dated San Francisco, purporting to be 
from Mrs. Crippen was received by 
her friends in l/mdon and the mis­ 
spelled signature 
aroused 
suspicion. 
Detectives were detailed on the case. 
Crippen confessing his wife had not 
sailed for America. 
On Ju ly 9 
he 
and Miss Leneve disappeared. 
Ju ly 
13 the body of a woman imbedded in 
quick lime was found in the cellar of 
the Crippen home. 
The chase of Crip­ 
pen began and on Ju ly 22 Captain 
Kendall of the steamer Montrose sail­ 
ing from Antwerp to Canada sent a 
wireless message that 
he 
believed 
Crippen and Miss Leneve were on his 
boat. 
On Ju ly 31, Inspector Dew who 
had sailed for Quebec 011 a fast liner, 
arrested Crippen and Miss Leneve on 
the Montrose as it entered port. 
They 
were fa ken back to London, reaching 
there Aug. 29 and were charged with 
murder. 
Oct. 20 Crippen’s trial 
be­ 
gan and on Oct. 22 he was found 
guilty of his wife’s murder, the jury 
returning a verdict in tL.rty minutes. 
H e was sentenced to hang Nov. 
15. 
Oct. 25 Ethel Iveneve was acquitted in 
22 minutes of being accessory to the 
fact.
